Here Is How To Figure 
What It Wfll Cost You:-

Get out your last tax receipt and find what the assessed valuation of your property 
is (not what yon think it is worth or what yon can get for it, but the ASSESSED VALU­ 
ATION).

Let us suppose that your property is assessed at $1200. Divide this amount by 100; 
or $1200 divided by 100 equals 12.

Now nultipiy this number by the figures given above under the heading, "Average 
Yearly Assessment for Each $100 Assessed Valuation*" and 'the result will be the MAXI­ 
MUM AVERAGE cost to you.

For example, if your property is assessed at $1200 and the Western Avenue Paving 
Bonds are approved, the average yearly costVill be 12 times 8 cents, or 96 cents. Just 
think of it  less than 2 cents a week for the privilege of driving over a fine smooth pave­ 
ment

If the lighting bonds are approved, it would cost you $1.20 a year. (12 times 10 cents 
equals $U80i») IHHIfeV^

If the bonds for the purchase of the water system and its extension are anoroved th<> 
average eost would be $233 a year. (12 times $.186 equals $233.)

The figures given above are the MAXIMUM in all cases. We have put them HIGH 
to plur safe* In Att probability, the ACTUAL assessments will be considerably less.

We figured on 20-year bonds at 6 per cent interest They will no doubt be sold at a 
lower rate of interest Then, too, the present assessed valuation of the City 
is $54*43,130, or approximately $6#NM>00. But with the present extensive b 
ities this valuation wiB be greatly increased and will effect a corresDondinir 
in the rate of assessment ^ s
